A petition filed Friday in the Probate 
Court reveals a dispute between a widow 
and her late husband's friend and adviser 
over the management of an estate worth 
$160,000. The petitioner is C. F. Forman of, 
Nashville, III., brother of ex-Congressman 
Forman of the famous Eighteenth Illinois 
District, and of Cashier Forman of the 
Continental Bank. 

Mr. Forman asked that Mrs. Caroline 
Barkhoefer of 8117 Rauschenbach street be 
ordered to make an accounting of her hus- 
band’s estate and io qualify in heavy bonds 


as curatrix of her children’s interests, 
which Mr. Forman is afraid may be squan- 
de . He explained his interference on 
the ground that he was a friend of the de- 

F. W. Barkhoefer, and had been 
asked by him before his death to keep an 
eye on the children. 

r. orman, in his petition, said that 
Barkhoefer, at hie death, April 1, 1889, left 
an estate worth $160.000, half of which was 
cash. loaned on good security. and the rest 
real estate in St. Louis and Washineton 
County, Ill. He bequeathed to the children 

A son by a former marriage $25,000 worth 
of nronertyv at Eleventh and Penrose streets, 
and left the remainder of his estate to his 
children, Ada Louise and Esther Amanda, 
for whom Mr. Forman is solicitous. This 
bequest was made subject to Mrs. Bark- 
hoefer’s life interest. and she was appointed 
executrix of the will. She was not to sell 
or fmcumber the property in the city. 

Mr. Forman recites that when Mrs. Bark- 
Noefer made her final settlement in the Pro- 
bate Court she had $7 in cash and the 
rest in proverty, the whole bringing an in- 
come of $7 a month. Of the money loaned 
$60,000 was let out in small sums of $100 and 
more, which Mr. Forman says he placed at 
interest in Washington County, III., on good 
security. He alleges that when Mrs. Bark- 
hoefer made her final settlement she became 
guardian and curatrix of her children’s in- 
terests without having obtained the ap- 

roval of the Probate Court. Then fol- 
ows a series of alleged mismanagement by 
Mrs. Barkhoefer. He alleges that she 
called in a large number of the loans in 
Washington County before they were due. 
Mr. Forman does not know what she did 
with the proceeds. From the fact that he 
cannot find a record of mortgages he con- 
cludes that she has let out the money on 
insufficient security and he narrates an in- 
stance where she is said to have loaned $10,- 
000 on a worthless note. Mr. Forman says 
also that Mrs. Barkhoefer employed to care 
for the estate a man whom Mr. Barkhoefer 
in his lifetime often warned her not to trust, 
and the petitioner alleges that this man 
caused a loss to the estate of $7,000, which 
Was covered up by a worthless check.

THE JOBBERY DEADLOCK. 


The Council took exactly the right 
course last night in unanimously reject- 
ing the jobbery amendments to the ap- 
propriation bill and appointing members 
of the Ways and Means Committee on 
the conference committee called for by 
the House of Delegates. 

The House, on the other hand, placed 
itself still further on the wrong side. Its 
disposition to bulldoze the Council into 
acquiescence with its job amendments 
was made manifest. Its action in re- 
fusing to recede in the slightest degree 
from its amendments and in appointing 
the leaders of the raid to the conference 
committee was a plain threat of a dead- 
lock which would hold up the appropria- 
tion bill and thus cut the departments 
off from money supplies. 

But the holding up of the appropria- 
tion bill will reflect on the House, not 
on the Council. The Council’s position 
is impregnable. It is standing squarely 
for economy and against wanton extrav- 
agance and jobbery. There is no defense 
for the House. It is attempting a raid 
on the treasury for spoils purposes. The 
Council can well afford to hold firmly 
to the original bill and let the responsi- 
bility for the consequences rest on the

We express the opinion that our Govern- 
ment should actively endeavor, by persua- 
sion, or the use of other means, to induce 
éther Governments to enter upon an agree- 
ment to restore silver to its place as stan- 
dard money.
